A S you defired to hear ſomething about the pa- 
run meetings when they were over, agreeabl

that ftruck us all into amazement :; he handled Ge-

— in the Shire Houſe upon the Caſtle Hill, 
attended by tho principal Gentlemen of the County, 
Proclamation was made, the uſual Oaths taken, his 
Majefty' s Writ to the High Sheriff read, and every 
other Form complied with, as required by Act of 
Parliament, previous to a General Election for * 

bers to repreſent a County. 

About leveny clock in the Morning, the Sheriff's : 
Clerks being all duly ſworn, began to take the Poll 
in fifteen Booths, or Eaves fifteen Boxes, diſtin and 
ſeparate from each other, in two large Booths built 
upon the Occaſion. Every Freeholder was obliged 
to poll in the Box deſtined to the Hundred in which 
his Freehold lay, and the name of the Hundred was 
painted in Capitals over it. Two Hundreds next ad- 
Joining to each other were polled in general at the 
ſame Box. 

The Election paſſed with as few Altercations and 
as much Tranquillity, as the nature of an Election 
for ſo large a County could admit of, and without 
thoſe violent Aniſnoſities that particularly diftinguiſh- 
ed the publick Gonteſt in 1734. The Freeholders 
voted in a quiet, and far from an unruly Manner;

N Officer of the Guards, on whoſe "Van 
A I can rely, has informed me, that the at 
W— has thought proper to write a Letter of Thanks 
to the Commanding Officers of the Troops lately 
employed in St. George's Fields. The Subſtance 
of it, as well as I can remember, is rather of an 
extraordinary Nature, and J think deſerves the at- 
tention and Conſideration of the Public. I under- 
ſand that his L—p thanks them, in the Name, 
for their good Behaviour, and aſſures them, that 
his highly approves of their Conduct. He far- 
ther engages his Promiſe, that whatever bad Con- 
ſequences may enſue, they may depend upon the 
utmoſt Affiftance and Support that his Office can 
afford them. Without entering into the Evidence, 
on which the Coroner's Verdict againſt an Officer | 
and ſome Soldiers of the Guards was founded, I 
ſhall not ſcruple to ſay that this Mention of the 

Name is very improper and indecent. The Father 
of his People undoubtedly laments the fatal Neceſ- 
fity, which has occationed the Murder of one of 
his Subjects, but cannot be fuppofed to approve 
highly of a Conduct, which has had dreadful Conſe- 
quences. An Event of this ſhocking Nature may 
admit of Excuſe and Mitigation from Circumſtan- 
ces of Neceſſity, but can never be the Object of the 
 highie/t Approbation; — much leſs was it pro- 
per to tignify ſuch ſtrong Approbation of a Conduct, 
which includes a Fact ſtill jub Judice, and the Par- 
ticulars of which are not yet known with any De- 
gree of Certainty.

' confining his Letter to the Expreſſion of his on 
Sentiments. What he has ſaid for himſelf, if I am 
rightly informed, will require more Wit than he 
poſſeſſes to defend.
